Many  leaders  of  the  Russian 
earth  satellite  program  issued 
staiements  or  made  speeches  on 
the  eve  of  the  first  anniversary 
of  the  launching  of  Sputnik  I. 

They  listed  new  advance* 
*nd  drawbacks  in  the  struggle 
to  solve  the  problems  of 


manned  spare  flights  and  a *nfe 
re-entry  to  the  earth's  atmos- 
phere. 

Professor  Leonid  .Sedov  de 
dared  the  time  I*  "not  distant” 
when  rocket  space  ships  would 
take  men  to  the  nearest 
planet*.  -s 

Professor  G Petrovich  said 
manned  sputnik*  rould  be  only 
a mailer  of  "the  next  few 
years”  away. 

New  light  on  one  of  th# 


major  problems  — radiation 
dangers  — wa*  shed  by  Pro- 
fessor Valerian  Krasovsky  in 
an  interview  with  the  Soviet 
news  agency  Tass. 

He  said  Sputnik  III  has  dis- 
closed powerful  currents  of  elec- 
tron* in  the  upper  atmosphere 
with  energies  up  to  10.000 
electron  volt*  This  discovery, 
he  said,  wa*  a complete  sur 
prise. 

Sputnik  HI  is  the  only  one  of 
the  three  successful  Soviet  satel- 
lite* still  circling  the  earth.  The 
21,925  pound  sputnik,  heaviest 


ever  launched  successfully, 
went  Into  orbit  May  15.  It  l*  ex 
pectod  to  come  down  some  time 
next  month.  The  United  States 
has  three  small  satellite*  in 
orbit, 

Krasovsky  said  the  powerful 
electron  current*  threatened 
future  space  traveller*  with  a 
major  radiation  hazard.  But 
special  protection  could  be 
devised. 

President  Alexander  Nesrbe- 
yanov  of  the  Soviet  Academy 
of  Scientist*  told  an  overflow 
anniversary  meeting  (hat  "a 


cosmic  station”  accommodating 
a large  number  of  people  event- 
ually could  be  established  In 
outer  space  to  facilitate  re- 
search. It  also  might  serve  a*  an 
Intermediary  station  In  *pace 
travel. 

Nesmeyanov  said  Sputnik  Ill’s 
radio  transmitter  still  is  func- 
tioning reliably  after  4 4 
months.  He  said  the  temper- 
ature inside  the  sputnik  wan  st 
room  heat. 

The  scientist  said  Russia  Is 
not  keeping  information  on  Ita 
satellite  program  secret. 


"We  are  prepared  to  share 
scientific  Information  with  the 
scientists  of  the  world.” 
Profaasor  Vladlrmlr  Dobronrs- 
vov  reported  progress  In  pre- 
venting a sputnik  from  burning 
up  on  re-entering  the  earth's 
atmosphere.  He  said  the  sputnik 
would  have  rockets  to  slow  its 
return  to  earth  and  stabilizers 
to  stop  tts  spinning.

If  St.  Helena  was  on  the  trade 
routes  of  the  world— as  It  was  be- 
fore the  opening  of  the  Suer  Canal 
—14  would  be  a tourist  paradise. 
It  Ilea  within  the  tropics  hut  be- 
cause It  Is  an  island  Caressed  by 
friendly  trade  winds  it  has  a delight- 
ful climate,  cool,  sunny  and  spark- 
ling. As  one  privileged  to  spend  a 
little  lime  iheie  on  «ny  travels  I 
legarded  it  as  the  ideal  spot  for  an 
International  conference. 


Long  wood,  where  Napoleon  died 
In  exile,  should  have  a monumental 
Influence  upon  any  dictator  persuaded 
to  visit  It.  Its  peaceful  serenity  and 
primitive  cakn  should  put  nego- 
tiators at  peace  with  themselves 
and  each  other.  It  Is,  of  course,  too 
far  away.  It  ha«  no  airport,  pas- 
senger liners  call  but  once  a month, 
and  thpre  Is  no  accommodation  for 
conferences  or,  alas,  for  conventional 
tourists.  It  remains  a place  of  peace, 
other  worldliness  and  tragic  pov- 
erty. 

Its  basic  In^stry  Is  agriculture 
and  fishing— both  largely  moribund 
beraOse  of  poverty  and  lack  of 
markets.  What  little  stability  It  has 
Is  due  to  the  small  and  woefully 
inadequate  colonial  office  grant 
and  the  presence  of  the  staff  of  Die 
cable  station  — it  Is  a repeater 
point  for  the  cable  Joining  Britain 
and  South  Africa,  and  South  Africa 
and  South  America.  It  Is  one  of 
lho>ie  paiadoxical  outposts  in  isola- 
tion upon  which  civilization  de- 
pends tor  communications. 


Is  no  valid  reason  why  anything  at  all 
should  he  "given  away.”  even  if  it  is 
norma!  and  reasonable  practice  to  allow 
concessions  without  which  risk  capital 
cannot  he  attracted.  The  north  will  not 
tie  opened  up  without  private  investment 
far  beyond  the  means  of  government. 
But  unless  otherwise  shown  it  cannot  be 
assumed  that  the  Socred  government 
would  foolishly,  permit  without  due  and 
proper  return  to  the  public  treasury  any 
wholesale  exploitation  of  the  province's 
natural  resources. 

It  is  up  to  the  premier  to  set  any  fears 
in  this  respect  at  rest,  however.  The

SINCE  the  commencement  of  the

By  the  rules  adopted  at  San  Fran- 
cisco In  1945.  a country  must  con- 
form to  certain  standards  of  ^onduct 
to  be  eligible  for  admission  to  the 
l'N.  Red  China  d<u*s  not  measure  up. 
Neither,  of  course,  does  Soviet  Russia. 
But  In  1945  it  was  believed,  or  per- 
haps hoped,  that  Russia  did. 

There  would  be  no  way  to  expel 
Red  China  if.  after  admission  to  the 
UN,  it  pursued  the  same  course  that 
has  brought  It  Into  armed  conflict 
with  the  UN.  Instead,  we  would 
simply  have  relnlorced  the  Russian 
faction  in  the  UN— the  faction  which, 
over  Die  years,  has  violated  UN 
principles  and  frustrated  UN  efforts 
to  establish  stable,  equitable  and 
lasting  peace  based  on  human  better- 
ment everywhere.

Neither  excuse 
would  appear  to  take  into  account  the 
convenience  of  the  motorists  — the  real 
milch  cows  of  provincial  highway  and 
many  associated  revenues. 

Once  the  Province  has  a valid  regis- 
tration for  the  individual  motorist  through 
examination  and  permit  issuance,  of  what 
signtficanre  arc  the  new  and  changing 
plates  once  a year?  Permanent  numbers 
could  be  struck  off  as  readily  as  tem- 
porary ones,  and  a small  year-tab  added 
at  the  end  of  each  twelvemonth  period. 
The  Province  itself  is  in  control  of  |he 
diversified  revenues  it  collects  from  the 
motorists  in  every  category  of  motor 
vehicle  use. 

In  the  long  run  nothing  is  gained  by 
waste  motion.  The  annual  switch-over 
trom  one  year's  metal  sign  tp  the  next 
seems  a waste  of  both  time  and  material 
without  corresponding  gain  to  anyone. 
There  is  still  time  for  the  government 
to  make  a trial  test  of.  say.  a five-year 
licence  plate  before  the  ensuing  licence 
period  opens. 


THE  design  of  the  19.19  licence  plates 
for  automobile  registration  has  now' 
been  approved  in  British  Columbia,  and 
once  again  several  hundred  thousand 
motorists  will  have  trouble  with  that  rear 
end  assembly  in  the  new  year.  Why  is 
an  annual  change  of  plates  necessary? 
Cars  and  trucks  do  not  wear  out  in  a 
year.  Under  present  economic  conditions, 
many  cars  now  on  the  roads  of  the 
province  will  be  kept  in  operation 
until  they  are  no  longer  serviceable. 
A permanent  licence  plate  to  last  the 
lifetime  of  the  vehicle  would  he  the  sen- 
sible one.  but  even  a five-year  licence 
plate  would  be  welcome  In  place  of  this 
annual  chopping  and  changing.  Annual 
markers  easily  could  be  inserted  in  per- 
manent or  semi-permanent  plates. 

The  reasons  given  by  provincial  gov- 
ernments in  thp  past  for  a yearly  change 
3f  the  entire  licence  plate  distribution 
have  generally  centred  on  two  considera- 
tions: other  Provinces  change  the  plates 
on  a yearly  basis,  and  in  B.C.  the  making 
of  them  gives  work  to  the  inmates  in  the 


Th<  limelight  has  been  focused 
on  St.  Helen*  recently  by  virtue  of 
a semi-official  visit  to  the  island 
In  July  by  Mr.  Cledwyn  Hughes, 
MP.

Nam  arid  about  500,000  in  Cambodia. 
In  these  countries,  the  overseas  Chi- 
nese are  the  largest  minority  group. 
But  in  Singapore,  the  900.000  Chlneso 
are  In  the  majority,  outvoting  the 

250.000  Malays,  the  indigenous  ra<’e. 

A Chinese  In  Southeast  Asia  may 
be  anything  from  a day  laborer  on  a 
rubber  estate  to  the  director  of  a 
multi-million  dollar  corporation.  But 
whatever  his  occupation,  he  performs 
|t  with  a ferocious  energy  and  deter- 
mination. This  is  why.  In  some  coun- 
tries. the  Chinese  minorities  control 
vital  sectors  of  trade  and  Indus! n It 
Is  also  why  they  often  are  so  un- 
popular. 


Alarm  at  the  diplomatic  tastiness 
and  bungling  of  John  Foster  Dulles 
Is  undoubtedly  one  reason  that  pro- 
Peking  sentiment  has  become  so 
vocal  tn  this  country.  If  one  believes 
Dulles  to  be  wrong  then  it  may 
easily  be  rationalized  that  the  things 
he  oppose*  must  be  right.  He  opposes 
admission  of  Red  China  to  the  LTM. 

This  may  be  Important  as  an  emo- 
tional factor  underlying  consideration 
by  Canadians  of  the  Formosa  sltua- 
tion  and  the  case  for  and  egamst 
Red  China  In  the  UN. 

When  Lester  Pearson  was  foreign 
minister,  he  said  that  a decision  to 
recognize  Peking  was  one  to  be  taken 
after  consideration  of  Canada  a best 
Interest*.  And  among  the  publicly 
expressed  views  of  John  Diefenbaker 
is  that  before  being  admitted  to  the 
UN,  Red  China  should  show  signs  of 
repenting  Its  transgressions. 

As  criteria,  these  views  still  ap- 
pear.  valid  to  me. 


Those  who  would  have  Canada 
recognize  Red  Chin*  and  back  Its  hid 
for  UN  membership  play  only  one 
aid#  of  the  record.  They  argue  that  U 
Is  unrealistic  to  ignore  the  fad  that 
600  million  Chinese  are  no  longer 
under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Chinese 
regime  represented  at  the  UN.  That 
we  are  more  likely  to  be  able  to  in- 
fluence Peking  against  resort  to  force 
if  Red  China  is  a member  nf  the  UN 
and  exposed  to  moial  suasion  by 
peace-loving  remembers.  That  we 
can  win  new  respect  in  neutralist 
Asia  if  we  go  to  bat- for  Peking.  That 
we  can  sell  more  good*  to  Red  China 
if  we  send  an  amhassador  to  Peking 
and  vole  "yes''  in  New  York. 

But  if  it  1*  unrealistic  to  continue 
to  recognize  C'hiang  Kai-shek  a*  Die

"protected"  hy  Communist  embassies. 

Tn  other  countries,  like  Thailand  and 
t Soul  hi  V’let  Nam.  which  recognize 
Nationalist  China.  Communist  agents 
are  at  work,  pressuring  the  overseas 
Chinese  toward  Peiping.

Rut  the  four-week  period  after 
flowering  is  the  most  Important 
time  in  the  life  cycle  of  this  plant, 
for  this  Is  when  the  new  bulb  is  form 
ing  and  plumping  Itself  up,  ’ storing 
away  a reserve  of  food  to  get  away  to 
a good  start  next  year.  It  Is  Import 
ant  to  keep  your  glads  well  watered 
and  fed  through  this  period. 

Most  of  the  garden  books  will  tell 
you  to  lift  the  bulbs  when  three 
Inches  of  brown  tip  are  showing  on 
the  leaves,  but  In  our  climate  the 
foliage  tends  to  slay  green  almost  un- 
til  Christmas,  and  lifting  can  be  a 
horribly  messy  job  after  the  carden 


The  lifted  plants  are  left  out  for  the 
balance  of  the  day  for  the  sun  and 
wind  to  get  In  their  licks,  and  the 
labels  are  taken  up  and  checked  for 
legibility  at  the  same  time,  and  left 
on  the  ground  alongside  the  plants. 

Late  In  the  aftemr  i.  i shake  off 
as  much  soil  as  will  fall  away  read- 
ily. and- cut  off  the  inpgrowfh  close 
lo  the  bulb  with  a small  pair  of  se- 
cateurs. 


It  Is  quite  easy  to  tell  when  the 
curing  process  is  completed.  Simply 
pick  up  a bulb  and  try  to  twist  off 
last  ye*r'r.  old.  withered  bi-lb  from 
the  base  of  ihe  new  one. 

It  it  comes  away  cleanly  and  all  In 
one  piece,  the  bulbs  are  ready  to  be 
Heaned  up  and  placed  In  cool  storage. 
If  you  break  a thumbnail  nr  find  it 
necessary  to  use  a screwdriver  to 
separate  Ihe  old  hulb  from  the  new,  It 
is  a sure  sign  that  another  week  or  so 
of  warmth  is  needed. 

The  method  of  cleaning  the  bulbs 
and  the  proper  -mol  storage  condi- 
tions will  be  described  In  a future 
column.
